Escanaba, Mich.—(ff)-Delegatlons 


left upper Michigan cities today for 
Lansing to appear before the legls- 
Islature to protest passage of the 
new Turner bill which eliminates 
parochial school 
enrollment 
from 


consideration in apportionment ol 
school aid! The bill affects every 
upper peninsula county but Kewee- 
naw. Escanaba's share would be 
cut from $43,000 In 1930 to about 
$1,000 annually. 


The bill Introduced last week pro- 


vides for equalization 
ot 
special 


school aid upon a basis of a mlni- 
mun educational program with ref- 
erence only to enrollment in public 
schools. While no special mention 
Is made In the measure, it carries 
the statement that aid should be 
limited only to public schools. 


Those opposing the bill maintain 


it Is in direct opposition to the es- 
tablished policy of extending educa- 
tional aid without regard to enroll- 
ment.In either in public or parochial 
schools.

been honest with you." 


"We have told you the truth," said 


Brooks, "but against us we have 
had this campaign of camouflage, 
this fog of poison directed at men 
trying to be honest. 


"They-told you "We'll show you 


the type of man this defendant is." 
They didn't do it. 


"They told you they'd bring In 


witnesses to show who he was and 
what-he was. They didn't do It. 


"They said they'd show that he 


was living like any other young 
man. -They didn't do it." 


Brooks said it was hard to get a 


person to Identify a man, when that 
man's life was at stake and that 
the state's witnesses who made such 
Identification were all honestly con- 
vinced that Brothers was the right 
man. 
, 
"Never Framed Anyone" 


"They said the state's attorney 


was a framer, that Fat Roche (chief 
investigator) was a framer. but did 
they try to prove it? No, They 
know the state's attorney Is not a 
framer, that Pat Roche never fram- 
ed anyone." 


Brooks dwelt at length on the tes- 


timony of Otto Swoboda, the short, 
neavy-set Bohemian;cook, who said* 
he'saw Brothers four times near the 
murder.

"There is something significant 


about little Swoboda," said the pros- 
ecutor. "A man who saves the 
crumbs-from his sandwich to feed 
the pigeons. Isn't going to falsely ac- 
cuse anyone." 


Brooks, a former Chatauqua lec- 


turer and expert public speaker, kept 
tho crowded courtroom In a hushed 
silence as he spoke, quietly at times 
and almost shouting the next mo- 
ment. 


As the celebrated case n eared Its 


end, even the aisles and doorways 
were packed. Brothers' mother and 
father listened intently and Brooks 
made a passing reference to them as 
be said "I haven't played on your 
sympathies, I haven't paraded the 
relatives of the deceased before you. 
I want this to be decided on the 
facts." 


Swoboda, the prosecutor said, gave 


the only good description In the case. 
He was the only one who really got 
a good look at the man, Brooks as- 
serted, while the others saw "one 
little thing."

ORDINANCE ON 


LABOR AIRED 


AT HEARING 


Objections Heard Against 


Minimum Wage and 


Work-day Limit 


The proposed labor ordinance was 


dissected at city hall Tuesday eve- 
ning at a public bearing attended by 
about 50 working men, contractors 
and city officials. 


Objections to the ordinance, form- 


ed to protect the working man 
against imposition during the period 
of depression, revolved around the 
clause fixing 50 cents an hour as 
the minimum wage for Unskilled la- 
bor, with an S-hour day on. all jobs 
and the section stipulating that only 
persons who have lived within the 
city limits of Appleton for 
six 


months be employed on public works. 


It was-pointed out that a 50-cent 


wage for unskilled labor is above 
the normal rate for this type of la- 
bor and that it -vould result fre- 
quently in paying, laborers more 
than they were worth. With wea- 
ther conditions holding the' whip 
hand In paving programs the S-hour 
day, it was said, would hinder the 
progress of paving work. On days 
when the weather permits work, it 
was pointed out,, contractors should 
have the opportunity of accomplish- 
ing as much as possible. The neces- 
sity of'using unskilled labor to pre- 
pare materials .for skilled labor be- 
fore 8 o'clock In the morning and 
after 5 o'clock in the afternoon was 
also indicated. 
- The "home labor" specification was 
considered a little too restricting, as 
there are many persons living -on 
the outskirts of Appleton who are 
as deserving of work as some of 
those within the city limits. 


Approve "Union Scale" - 


There was no objection .to the 


clause' authorizing the employment 
of skilled labor at prevailing wage 
scale, as It was generally conceded 
that( "prevailing wages" meant the 
union scale.

Proponents of the ordinance de- 


clared that., the working man de- 
serves- av living wage and that 50 
cents an hour is none .too much for 
the laborer with' a large family to 
support. They objected to employ- 
ing foreign labor when there are un- 
.employed local men. Inasmuch as 
all labor legislation tends toward an 
8-hour day, they felt-this ordinance 
was a forward step. It was pointed 
out that the price set for unskilled 
labor does not effect sewer diggers 
and this type of labor, as most of 
that is now done by machinery.

THE NEW BUILDING AT THE 


COLLEGE 


Lawrence college has made another 


> contribution to the well-being of Ap- 


pleton by the contract for erecting a 
building to house the Institute of 
Paper Chemistry. This contract, at 
a time when the building trade is in 
need of stimulation, provides that lo- 
cal labor shall be given preference by 
the contractor and also fixes a mini- 
mum wage for labor employed in con- 
struction work. 


The requirement that the contractor 


employ local labor wherever possible 
and the fixing of a minimum wage no 
doubt resulted in an increased cost 
over the bid that could have been ob- 
.tained if the contractor were not Km- 
. ited by these restrictions. They were 


included in the contract, however, to 
.insure that the benefits from this 
building project shall accrue to Apple- 
ton workingmen. 


The minimum wage specification is 


evidence that the men of means whose 
contributions made^this new building 
, possible are convinced that the return 
. of prosperity can be stimulated only by 
maintaining or improving the present 
"standards of living. It is evidence that 
they are opposed to a policy of paying 
' for labor only what it is necessary to 
'^pay in order to obtain men at a time 
'when employment is at a premium. 


Appleton is benefiting in a very 


''special manner from the affiliation of 
the Institute of Paper Chemistry with 
' Lawrence college. Not only is it pro- 
^yiding much needed employment to 
.'Appleton workers, but it tends to in- 
.'crease the personnel of the college, 
"both in instructors and in students.

r The Institute is strictly a graduate 
.Institution and the students it attracts

HENRY FORD AND PROSPERITY 


Henry Ford, recently interviewed at 


his Florida home, made the statement 
that "these are really good times, but 
only a few people know it." If he had 
permitted the interview to end there 
he could be accused of nothing more 
perhaps than trying to be optimistic. 
But it is surprising to note that he 
also said: "The average man don't do 
a day's work unless he is caught and 
cannot get out of it. There's plenty of 
work to do if people would do it." 


There is no justification for such a 


remark. Perhaps it is true that the 
workers in his factory are not filled 
with enthusiasm for their jobs. His 
mass production and the driving of 
men at top speed in doing one thing 
day in and day out is not conducive to 
inspired effort, yet no employes in any 
factory in the world have exceeded his 
in speed of operations. 


There being plenty of work to do ac- 


cording to his idea, the question nat- 
urally arises—Where is it? It is cer- 
tainly not in the Ford plant which is 
in operation only three or four days 
per week. If he has work to offer he 
will doubtless find a surplus of appli- 
cants, no matter how menial or monot- 
onous the task. If times are actually 
good, Mr. Ford is right but only a few 
people know it. 


Such a statement cannot be of any 


assistance in solving our actual dis- 
tress or problem of unemployment. Mr. 
Ford has been materially successful in 
life. He did not acquire that status 
by the assistance of labor which was 
loath to give an honest day's work. A 
man of his importance in the world 
is harassed with requests for state- 
ments and one-cannot always say the 
proper thing. But his recent remarks 
are quite comparative to those of "get- 
ting the boys out of the trenches by 
Christmas," and as visionary.

TARIFF TRUCE OR CUSTOMS UNION? 
Repeated efforts in Europe to proclaim a tariff 


truce for one year have failed. Thirteen nations 
•were represented this -week at the Geneva meet- 
ng to discuss the proposed truce, and the dele- 
gates found it impossible to effect an accord. The 
protocol signed by the delegates was phrased In- 
geniously, and the door was left open for favor- 
ible action at some future time. But the fact Is 
hat the powers are free to raise duties, to enter 
nto bilateral trade agreements, to abrogate fav- 
red nation clauses in their tariff laws. 
A tariff truce would have revivified the Brland 


scheme of pan-European "federation. Instead of 
he general tariff truce, however, Europe faces 
he prospect of a stormy controversy over the 
luietly framed German-Austrian customs union, 
•eported by the Berlin correspondent to The 
Dally Times. 


Such a customs union seems to have been 


Uctated by common sense and the manifest ln- 
erests of both Germany and Austria, It will be 
mlled by some as a step—and a long one—to- 
vard pan-European economic co-operation. But 
n France and in Russia a very different view is 
taken. The suspicious and irreconcilable nation- 
alists neck to alarm the general public, A cus- 
oms union, they say, is only a prelude to a com- 
plete political union of Germany and Austria, a 
inlon contrary to tho treatv of Versailles and 
raught with menace to world peace. 


It should not be difficult, however, for Euro- 


>ean statesmen sincerely devoted to tho Ideal of 
unity and mutualism to convert tho customs un- 
on into a potent precedent and a guaranty of 
genuine progress, political and economic. There 
s no reason why the nations that have been 
seeking tariff holidays should not put

the subject Lest by any chance the 
commissioner be drawn into a vul 
gar dispute which would be certain 
to go badly with him, I beg to cor 
rect the 
misunderstanding 
my 


friends show in their printed letter 


"For instance," 
they 
write 


"Doctor Brady says that there is 
no such thing as a 'cold,' but it is 
something more than a symptom 
of some disease of one of our res- 
splratory organs." 
"True, I say there Is 
no such 


thing as a "cold," no such disease 
malady, ailment, condition or symp- 
tom. But I do not say it is a symp- 
tom of anything—obviously 
that 


would be a mere quibble. 
It can 


make no great difference whether 
one might call something a disease 
or a symptom. If it doesn't exist, it 
can't'be regarded as a 
symptom. 


No strings or catches in my teach- 
ing. There Is absolutely no such en- 
tity as "cold" or the common cold" 
and I am sure no health authority 
•will attempt to define a "cold"—no 
health authority or physician dares 
to define it. The old timers 
who 


stm give out funny bulletins about 
"colds" wisely evado 
committing 


themselves—they pass the buck to 
the layman who, they aver, knows 
Just what a "cold" is and hence re- 
quires no definition. Likewise the 
old guard can.'t agree even among 
themselves on any kind of a defini- 
tion for what they conceive to be a 
"cold." So there we are, as safe as 
certified milk. 


Then my friends continue In the 


open letter: 


'Further, that this condition 


' cannot be brought about by wet 


feet, drafts, or other exposure, 
but is due to a germ taken into 
the system from the breath of 
some other individual who is af- 
fected- with the disease." 
What condition? And what disease 


is the other individual affected with? 
I have not taught quite that. Cer- 
tainly I have not taught that there 
Is any disease carried in or by the 
breath. On the contrary I have re 
peatedly said that the expired air is 
practically germ-free 
and quite 


harmless for another person to 
breathe. It is not the breath, but 
the spray of moisture that invariab- 
ly accompanies coughing, sneezing 
or talking, that carries the virus or 
infection of CRI (kree). Tou can 
scarcely catch 
diphtheria, 
scarlet 


fever or measles or pneumonia or 
simple coryza or acute sore throat 
from a person who does not talk or 
cough or sneeze, unless you kiss 
him on the mouth or perhaps con- 
vey- the 
virus directly 
from his 


mouth on your own hand to your 
own mouth or nose. 


Although I think it is immaterial 


whether you please to call some- 
thing disease or Just symptom, It 
sems to me very Important that hon- 
est folk should give their friends or 
neighbors the benefit of the doubt, 
by calling the indisposition or Illness 
CRI until It Is apparent what It is 
going to be, whether infantile par- 
alysis or a touch of flu. Calling it 
CRI is merely a frank acknowledg- 
ment that you do not know yet Just 
what you're developing, 
but pre- 


sumably It is one or another of the 
Common Respiratory Infections and 
so you wish to give everybody with- 
in your conversational spray range 
fair warning. Xow I'd like to hear 
any health commissioner criticise 
this teaching, if ho dares.

MUSCLES FROM 


GETTING SOFT 


BY ALICIA HART 


There Is a lot of truth In the plain- 


spoken adage, "You are as young 
as your waistline!" 


For a - slender, girlish waistline 


signifies youth, whether you 
it still or not. Moreover, if you can 
keep the lithe, slender line through 
the waist and the flat abdomen of 
an 18-year-old, chances are that you 
also have the vibrant glow of 
even If you are over 40. 


It is through this portion of the 


body that flabby muscles do their 
worst work and do it first. If you 
'have no* discipline over your mus- 
cles, if you have Just "settled," It 
Is through your waistline that It is 
detectable. 


But, all theory aside, let us as- 


sume that you are sagged, whatever 
the reason. You have a protruding 
stomach and somehow your body 
is "out of line." The trouble with 
you is that your posture is wrong 
and If you actually and honestly 
want to tighten up those abdominal 
muscles, until they hold you up in 
the fashion of good rubber bands, 
here are a few exercises to begin on. 
But, there Is no use beginning on 
these unless you mean to keep them 
or they up. Exercises, like a. goof 
motion picture play, must have con- 
tinuity or they are no good. 


1. Stand, relaxed, and bend your 


body forward from the waistline, let- 
ting your head and arms flop. Using 
the waistline as the center of action.

up and down, then from side to side, 
until you look like a rag doll. 


2. Then straighten up. • Step your 


right foot forward, and with your 
arms spread out at angles with your 
shoulder, bend over and sweep off 
your right toe with your left finger- 
tips. Change feet and sweep your 
left toe off with your right finger- 
tips. Repeat 10 times. 


3. Sit down 
on the floor, 
feet 


apart. Bend the body forward, reach-

with the right hand. 


4. Lie flat on the floor. Keeping 


your hips, legs and feet from mov- 
ing, try to pull yourself up from 
your hips. You should wriggle a bit 
up on the right side, then a bit up 
on the left side, with your backbone 
against the floor as you do it. This 
Is the spine stretch that Is Invalu- 
able in pulling up vthe waistline and 
abdominal muscles.

Rockne98 Personality And 
Wisecracks Put Him Among 
Great Characters Of U. S.

ard of Notre Dame," but of all the 
figures in the athletic world he was 
by far the most entertaining.

exhaustible and they were part of 
the tradition that has been built up 
around him. He never was backward 
about asserting his opinions about 
football and its conduct. He was In- 
volved in more controversies over 
rule making than any other coach 
in America. His development of the

throughout the country until at pres- 
ent there are more than 100 coaches 
using it.

His wisecracks 
and stories were gems. 


One of Knute's select sayings was 
"Be a good loser, don't beef. Bu 


don't lose." 


Another one: 
"To hell with the guy who'll ale 


for Notre Dame, I want men who 
will fight to keep it alive." 


Once during a practice 'scrimmage 
he yelled: 


"Heads up there, Joe, they won't 


give you a 
chance to 
tic your 


shoes in the Army game." 


"Bend your knees, Joe. Throw 


away our knitting needles and get 
in the ball game. Remember this is 
football, rough but manly." 


Rockne, possessing 
marvelous- 


pesonality and magnetism, 
was a 


driver; yet there was nothing harsh 
about his methods. As an instructor 
In chemistry and as an Instructor 
on the gridiron, he gave boys suffi- 
cient time to master 
his system, 


but had no time for the youngster 
who failed to grasp them. There was

Great Story Teller 


Rockne made frequent use of bis

ties showed a tax delinquency of 
2,600.000 acres in the 1927 sale of 
tax certificates, Mr. Bordner said. 
About 1,170,000 acres has a worth 
while for*«t cov»r. 


"It is evident," Mr. Bordner said, 


"that if commercial timber of 
the 


better tpedea must be gronn. In 
order to famish Wisconsin wood 
working Industries with home grown 
wood, it must be planted and ad- 
ministered by using first the 3,600,- 
000 acres found to be -without forest 
cover capable of growing, into mer- 
chantable forest products. 


"Planting this within a reasonable 


time requires a combined planting 
program .of private and public inter- 
ests of at least 100,000 acres' per 
year. At this rate it would require 
36 years to put this idle land to pro- 
duce a worth while income. 


"If planted 'to white and norway 


pine and spruce, thinnings 
would 


begin to add to the available wood 
supply in this period of time and 
would begin to keep within TViscon- 
sin a portion of the $10,000,00 which." 
according to the State Chamber of 
Commerce, Is spent annually by Wis- 
consin for freight alone on forest 
products shipped from Canada."

THE DAY OF SILENCE 
l!y Kev. Ernest Hasselblad 
Pastor, First Baptist Church 


With a. great deal of interest we 


trace the events of the last week o 
our Lord's life. Each day has Its own 
significant event or- series of events 
These are made so realistic by th 
Gospel narratives that it is quite 
possible to live through these day 
with our Lord and catch at ieaal ai 
echo of the vibrant emotions, the un 
dOlying motives and the strong 
reactions of Jesus and the people ti 
the events of these days. 


But when we come to Wednesdaj 


of the Passion week we find tlia 
nothing is recorded of the activities 
of Jesus. Somewhat, however, is sale 
of the nefarious activity of those 
''who had set themselves to the task 


of putting Jesus definitely away. Th 
council of plotters is in session on 
"Wednesday. Into that council entered 
Judas. The bargain was made; for a 
bit of «ilver Judas covenanted to be- 
tray the Master. Henceworth, Judas 
was to be anxiously, eagerly'on his 
guard for an opportunity to make 
good his part in 4he bargain. 


During this day of plotting, plan 


nlng and bargaining we do not see 
Jesus among the people or on the 
streets. Each day of this week Jesus 
had left the home of friends at Beth 
any and had gone to Jerusalem. Why 
did He not go on that day? Doubt 
less the people waited for Hun with 
intense expectation; 
perhaps the 


priests and the Pharisees waited for 
Him with sinister hope. But He did 
not come to the temple that day. The 
day was spent by Him in deep se 
elusion, so far as we know, In perfec 
rest and silence. He prepared Him 
self in peace, quiet and prayer for 
the final and supreme test which He 
knew to be the Inevitable result o 
His life purpose. 
A mist of silence 


falls over the details of that day but 
it is not difficult to believe that it 
was spent in walking alone, or with 


t- his disciples over the quiet places of 


that mountainous region, or sitting 
by sonie quiet stream, thinking, com 
munlng, contemplating,- setting in or 
der His motives and His plans. And 
at last when night settled upon Him 
returned to Bethany, to the home of 
His friends where for the last tune 
on earth He lay down for,sleep—the 
calm restful sleep of one whose house 
of hopes, ambitions, desires -was set 
In order. 


This day of silence in our Lord's 


life is suggestive of the need of oc- 
casional periods of silence in our own 
life. Though we may not so-definitely 
and accurately anticipate the time 
of testing as did Jesus yet we may 
believe that around the corner in our 
life we may encounter some crisis 
which will rock the soul with the vlo- 


, lence of a tempest. The crises which 


are the most trying, and which most 
frequently defeat the soul are those 


• which are unexpected. The .only sure 


and tried way of meeting1 these tests 
Is to be clothed In the armour of 
strength, vislw and understanding 
of God and As ways with man. 
which comes^ts the result of the 
quiet hour. To blunder Into these 
crises which we may all expect to 
meet, Is to be cast helplessly pros 
trate upon the ground. To meet them 
in the spiritual glow of communism 
and meditation Is to meet them vic- 
toriously. Jesus passed through those 
hours of trial, scouraging, humilia- 
tion and pain with head up, eyes 
aglow, spirits and courage to those 
who held Him captive from life's har- 
assing distractions, alone with God 
and with His own motives and plans 
for a successful life. 


The question is pertinent—what Is 


meditation? How can we spend daily 
a quiet hour or periodically a day of 
silence? To many, meditation Is the 
drawing away from life to live as a 
spiritual recluse. A vague, clouded 
period In which we abjectly wait for 
something to happen. This Is far be- 
side the truth. Meditation Is the quiet 
thoughtful consideration of the prob- 
lems of our own personal life in the 
light of the fact of God, His grace 
and His power. It is not waiting for 
something to happen.

Oil is struck at depths o 
from 2,575 to 2,700 feet and the oi 
comes from the Edwards Cretaceous 
limestone 20 to 50 feet thick. Like 
all other fields it could produce 
much more oil, but because the re 
gion is 'under pro-ration, the pumps 
lifting oil are allowed to work only 
a_few hours dally. Out of 262 wells 
only It are dry holes. The Lolling 
field, which Dr. Bagg.also visited 
has already produced 50 million bar 
rels of oil, and has an average ylelc 
per well of 84,483 barrels, against 
7,770 barrels for Darst Creek.

'by the S. M. tr. geological depart- 
ment, as it belongs in that region 
and is a characteristic fossil of Tex- 
as Cretaceous. 


Dr. Bagg told of soms of the pap- 


ers on geological subjects delivered 
at the convention, which was at- 
tended by over 1,050 scientists and 
oil operators, the largest attendance 
In the history of the organization. 
He Illustrated his talk with maps 
and photographs taken on the Texan 
trip.

starting the plants In the house, a 
hotbed or coldframe, or better. In a 
small greenhouse. 


Success with plants started In- 


doors and moved to the garden de- 
pends largely upon tho way they 
are set out. The plants should be 
watered a few hours before they 


I 
are moved to tnmire the sofl sticking 
to their xoot*. 


Care It Essential 


It the plants have been growing 


In pots or dirt bands there will be 
no trouble hold'.ns; the soil on their 
roots, but If they are simply trans- 
planted in a bed. a knife should be 
run between them and soil should 
be taken up in blocks around their 
roots. 


Handle the plants carefully. They 


cannot stand rough treatment and 
exposure. 


Rows In the garden should be 


marked off and the fertilizer put In 
before the plants are taken from 
the bed. The holes In which the 
plants are to be set should not be 
dug until just before the plants are 
set so that the soil wll not dry out. 


Be sure that the soil Is well firmed 


about the roots of the plants, but 
be careful to avoid packing, the soil 
if It is wet 


It certainly Is discouraging to the 


home gardener to grow a lot ot de- 
sirable tomato or cabbage plants In 
his hotbed or coldframe, and a day 
or two after ho iuta »«.(. Uiom in hi 
garden to find about half of them 
cut off at the surface ot the soil by 
cutworms. 


If a small number of plants are 


being set out. say not more than a 
hundred or so. they can be protect- 
ed by placing a collar of rather stiff 
wrapping paper about the stem of 
each plant These paper bands 
should extend about one inch below 
the surface and two to three Inches 
above the ground. 


Lima beans, summer squashes, 


muskmclons. watermelons and okra 
are usually started by planting the 
seeds where the crop is to be grown. 
Experienced gardeners use palnstak 
Ing care In the preparation of the 
hills In which to plant their polo 
Lima beans. 


Slow to Place Seeds 


Compost and a handful of fertiliz- 


er Is worked into each hill. The hills 


are spaced about tour feet apart an£ 
the poles for the beans to «Ua^ 
upon are securely set in the grorarf 
before the seeds are planted, la 
planting, each bean Is tak«n b«;tTro^n 
the thumb and finger and thrust, 
eye downward, into the roll, five to 
seven seeds to a hill. 


Later the plants are thinned to 


about three In a bilL 


Some gardeners place a glass or 


parchment paper protector 
over 


each hill to protect the young plant* 
from the wind and cold and especial* 
ly from the beetles that attack 
them. These covers, however, must 
be removed before the plants become

December, 1929.

March figures show a definite con- 
tinuing trend.- 


King Cotton is working hard. He 


has cut out night work by women In 
83 per cent of the mills. This means 
a much smaller number of mills op- 
erating at night since men's fingers 
are clumsy at the spindles, and it 
would be expensive to train 
them. 


Fewer hours of work mean less dan- 
ger of over-production. 


King Cotton also is working hard 


to find new uses for 
his product. 


Large sheets of It are placed 
be- 


tween the layers 
of cement on 


paved roads so that one layer may 
be removed without damaging the 
other. There are new cotton toys, 
chic dresses, bags for potatoes, or- 
anges,-and vegetables. Throughout 
the south are people are having car- 
|lr nivals, encouraging the research for 
•• these new uses. 


The textile industry accounts for 


about 24 per cent of the wage earn- 
ers; 20 per cent of the wages; and '16 
per cent of the value of products.

Tiny Machines Can Tell 


If Tumors Are Cancerous 


Madison—A little piece of machin- 


ery destroys more fear than all the 
encouraging words of men. Tests are 
made with this machinery to deter- 
mine whether tumors are of a can- 
cerous nature. Many people who 
have great fear of cancer find, upon 
consideration, that a simple micro- 
scopic test will give a correct an- 
swer. 


"A half a dozen brass polished mi- 


croscopes In the laboratory will cor- 
rect fear of cancer." declares the ed- 
ucational committee of the State 
Medical society In a bulletin issued 
today. "The court of last resort is 
the microscope, by the aid of which 
the structure of the tumor can be 
ascertained, for. while both benign 
and malignant tumors are the pro- 
ducts normal and present an orderly 
grouping, while the cells of a malig- 
nant tumor are abnormal and grow 
in a lawless and disorderly fashion. 


"To many persona the words tu- 


mor and cancer' signify the same 
thing—an assumption far from cor- 
rect. Tumor is derived from the Lat- 
in and means simply a 
swelling. 


'Cancer* comes from the Greek word 
carslnos,- meaning a crab, and signi- 
fies a malignant growth. 


"Since cancerous growths form 


masses, all cancers are In a general 
sense-tumors, but all tumors are by 
no means cancers not even when 
they result from excessive 
tissue 


growth, for many such tumors pos- 
sess no cancerous or malignant prop- 
erties and are not in themselves dan- 
gerous to life. 


"Whenever a mass, a tumor or a 


growth is discovarep, therefore, 
It 


becomes of the greatest importance 
to the patient to discover Its nature 
for, untHh the cause of cancer and 
its method of operation have been 
.discovered, the best chance for the 
control of (cancer lies In Its early di- 


agnosis and the prompt removal of 
the growth. 


"The discovery of a -tumor man 


hence leads at once to the Questions. 
•What sort of a tumor is this? Is it 
cancer?' For if U Is a cancer, it 
should be removed at once and en- 
tire, while If It is a simple and non- 
malignant tumor, its removal to some 
extent becomes a-mater of choice. 


"While tumor masses are discover- 


able by ordinary methods of exami- 
nation, their nature, of what they 
are composed, and their, exact fu- 
ture relation to health and life are 
not so discoverable, especially when 
they are small and Inconspicuous, 
the ren- «=e -rter. the treatment for 
cancers Is most efficacious. 


"Every tumor, regardless of Its 


size or appearance, demands investi- 
gation, for a benign and relatively 
harmless tumor may reach enormous 
size and a cancer may have a small 
and Insignificant beginning. 
More- 


over, a tumor that commences as a 
simple and benign growth at some 
later date may become cancerous, so 
that an exact determination of the 
nature of a tumor becomes impera- 
tive as soon as It is discovered."
